individuals holding Top Secret and compartmented clearances, 
with a view to effecting immediate reductions of all clear 
ances which could not be demonstrated to meet the requirement 
of strict need to know. Particular consideration was to be 
given to* the screening of employees in the consultant and 
contracted categories.
